APPLICABLE TO CITIES 


War Kereuuc *.t,a\v Call* for Two 


(Cent Mump vu i:v«ry Warrant 
A Herulii representative 
called on 


City .Clerk Moore this morning and asked 
to what extent the law would effect the 
city. Mr. Moore was uncertain as to 
the direct application of the new law on 
pay rolls and other things but thought 
that from fifty to seventy-five dollais 
would be the limit to which the new 
law would affect the city treasury. 


The war revenue bill hits the city as 


well as private individuals iu that every 
warrant drawn will have to be decorated 
with a two-cent stamp. 


City Treasurer Clough received 
w itli. 


in a day or two a copy of the new rev- 
enue law aud in looking over its pro- 
visions came across one which struck 
lain as having application to this city m 
common with other cities. This pro- 
vibion reads as follows: 


Bank checks, drafts or certificates of 


deposit drawing interest, or order for 
the pajmeut of any sum of money drawn ; 
upon or issued by any bank, trust com-' 
panies or corporations at sight or on de- 
mand, two cents. 
i 


This, in the opinion of the lawyers 


simply means that every warrant signed 
by the mayor and presented at the 
bank for payment muht bear a two cent 
stamp. 


The following schedule will throw 


considerable light upon the way the new 
law effects the banks: 


Checks—On each check, of whatever 


amount, a 2c revenue stamp. 


Drafts—At sight or ou demand, not 


drawing interest, a 2c revenue stamp. 


Time Drafts—Drafts, otherwise than 


at sight, two cents for each S100 or 
fractional part thereof in excess ofSlOO. 


Notes—Promissory notes two cents 


for each $100, or fractional part thereof 
in excess of §100. 


Cancellation, 
Section 
9—Provides 


that the person using or affixing the ad- 
he.sive stamp shall write or stamp there- 
upon the iuitals of his name and 
the 


date upon whieu the stamp shall be at- 
tached or used, so that the same may 
not again bo used. 


Penalty for not cancelling stamp aud 


fradulent use of same. 
Misdemeanor. 


Fiue of not less than §50 or more than 
S3000, or imprisonment for six months, 
or both. 


Penalty for failure to stamp with de- 


sign to evade law. Misdemeanor. Fine 
not exceeding §200. 


This applies to all checks, drafts, 


notes, etc., dated after July 1st, 
Ib'JS. 


I'ieaso stamp checks you draw and me 
care to sec that the law is complied 
with before making deposits, in order 
to avoid delay and confusion.

This chain hlretched itself out toward 


the wc.st and turned toward the sotting 
sun. 
Professor Bamos followed the 


route for a long distance and found the 
same strange phenomenon. Ho cstimat 
ed the number at GO, 000, at least. 
At 


an abrupt turn of the road to the south 
the telegraph line turned also. 
There 


not a dragon fly -was in sight! The wire 
was absolutely free from them! With 
tho change of direction it seemed to 
have lost attraction for them. 


"Was this cUvnce? Did the electric 


currents runuing from the east to the 
west exercise any influence upon these 
insects? Wan it the solar reflection? Ex- 
plain it, who can. In any case it would 
be interesting to know whether this 
phenomenon be au isolated one or not.

.Hunches were subjected to a heavy and 
continued tire at short range, and were 
struck 17 times, although no one was 
hurt. 
Lieutenant Hart In his report 


particularly praises the conduct of Ca- 
dets Hart and Powell and Coxswains 
O'Donnell and lilom. 


"On the 19th (Jcncral Garcia and his 


Staff visited Ihe flagship, having arrived 
that morning at Ueneral llabis1 camp 
Acerraderos. My Impressions of General 
Garcia are of the most pleasant charac- 
ter.

General Shafter has just reported 


General Miles that he can take Siyi 
ago in -IS hours, but Indicates that t 
undertaking might involve consider 
Uo loss. He is fully aware of the a 
proach of Sapnish reinforcements, ai 
It is believed here that he Intends to take 
the town immediately, and that news of 
a battle may be expected at any time. 


Naval officials predict that the Spanish 


ileetunder command of Admiral Cani- 
tra will return to Spanish \vatera. This 
prediction is based upon advices re- 
ceived today from the American con- 
sular agents at Port Said and the Ameri- 
can consul at Cairo. These advices, it 
can be stated authoritatively, announce 
the refusal of the canal commissioners 
to accept the drafts offered by Admlra 
Camara in satisfaction of the canal 
dues, amounting to $160,000. Admira 
Camara has aso found that there is not 
sufficient coal at Port Said to supply al 
of his ships, a very serious matter in 
view of the fact that he haa only 70CK 
tons of coal in the colliers accompany- 
ing his fleet and of the possibility that 
the small supply for sale may not be 
griven him as a result of th-e protest 
filed by the consular representatives of 
the United States. It la hinted that the 
shortness of coal supply may be due to 
the activity ot the American consular 
agent, who. It was stated, may have 
bought the coal. 


A third matter of embarrassment to 


Admiral Camara lies in the fact that he 
id* overstayed the 24 noun' limit Im- 
posed by theiconvention of the signatory 
powers of Europe, to which Spain la a 
party. Anticipating a protest by tho 
American consular agent, Camara has 
Informed the Kgyptlan government that 
some o» his ships are In need of repairs 
ond that h» la lying at Port Said simply 
for the purpose of completing repairs to 
their machinery. 


It U evident to the authorities that 


unless Camara U able to secure coal a 


rort oaiu, or at some point in the vicin- 
ity, he will be unable to cuntinut^hU 
voyage to the Philippines. The torpedv 
boat destroyers have cut their supply 
in halt as a result of the voyage trom 
Spain to Port Said, and some of the 
auxiliary vessels are in need of coal. It 
is believed here that the supply of coal 
on board is reserved for the arinorelads. 


An official of the state department 


Sd.ld that the Egyptian government had 
been called upon to pas upon the pro- 
test of the American consul regarding 
the sale of coal to the .Spanish lleet, and 
•hould it not feel justified In entering a 
decision the matter will be referred to 
the signatory powers. The latter result 
will be of decided advantage to the 
United States. Spain may order Ad- 
miral Camara to proceed, and send col- 
liers after him. The report that she is 
depending , upon the coaling , depots 
which have been established q,t Aden, 
Colombo and Sinapore by the,Spanish 
Transatlantic company Is being investi- 
gated by tho authorities, and should 
Camara's squadron be ordered to con- 
tinue its voyage there is reason, to be- 
lieve that a strong representation will 
be made to Great Britain to prevent 
men-of-war recovering these supplies. 


There is little likelihood of th« depart- 


ure- of Commodore Watson's squadron 
under 10 days. The department Is con- 
idering the advisability of equipping 
he three colliers, which will be at- 
ached to the squadron, with a battery 
o enable them to meut on equal terms 
any of the small gunboats lying in Span- 
sh harbors which may attempt to pick 
hem up. The Alexander and Scindia, 
two of the colliers, are each armed with 
wo six-pounder 
rapid-fire guns, and 


the Abarenda. the third collier. Is armed 
with two three-pounders. The authori- 
ties believe that it would bo a good 
plan to give each of these ships several 
six or four inch gune. As soon as the 
thve? colliers arrive at Norfolk, to which 
point they have been ordered, a board 
of officers will examine them and re- 
port to the department, which will de- 
termine the number of guns they should 
have. 


It is expected by the officials that 


Commodore Watson will report off San- 
tiago de Cuba tomorrow to Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson, and that the two officers 
will discuss in detail the plan which 
should be followed by the eastern squad- 
ron. 


The departure of the squadron will 


depend 
upon Information respecting 


Admiral Camara's duet. Should it pro- 
ceed through the Suez, canal and con- 
tinue on its way to the Philippines, the 
department will hasten the dispatch of 
the American fleet, but should it return 
to Spain, as now seems probable, the 
officials admit that there wil be no pres- 
ent necessity of sending the fleet to 
Spain, and the efforts of both the army 
and navy will be directed toward the 
occupation of Cuba and Porto lllco. 


The senate today adopted an amend- 


ment to the deficiency 
appropriation 


bill appropriating $145,000 for the pur- 
chase of land in Pearl harbor, Hawaiian 
Islands and the dredging of a channel. 


TIIK OKIKNT. 


Mull Advice* Prom Manila to June 10 


Show General Rebel SuccoHHeti, 


Port Townsend, Wash., June 29.— A 


Japanese newspaper contains an ac- 
count of the adventures with rebels and 
Spaniards of Mr. Vincent, an American 
superintending a petroleum well on the 
Island of Cebu. Mr. Vincent was taken 
captive by the rebels and taken to their 
headquarters on the outskirts of Cebu, 
where he was condemned to 
death. 


While awaiting execution, a Spanish war 
vessel steamed Into the harbor and com- 
menced to bombard the place. The In- 
surgents speedily 
decamped, leaving 


their prisoner behind. 


When the bombardment ceased, a large 


number of the rebels returned, having 
the upper half of a priest's head In a 
basket. 
The head was placed on a 


table, and Vincent was given to under- 
iards or the foreign residents. The only 
complaint made was that Itwas difficult 
to ship goods from the place for the 
lack of steamers. There are 400 Span- 
iards at Iloilo. and the place Is practi- 
cally undefended. 


The Chinese advices say that owing to 


the scarcity of rice, a famine riot oc- 
curred at Wench on the 19th. The prin- 
cipal yamen In the town were wrecked 
and also the official residence of the Tao 
Toi. Pillage was not the object of the 
xvrecking, for after the wrecking ev%ery- 
thing breakable In the mlgistrate's ya- 
men the rioters went into the residence 
portion and wrecked, the furniture. The 
mandarins are powerless, the military 
orce being insufficient. 
Great Britain has leased from China 
he strip of coast from Deed bay to Mirs 
bay and the range of hills at the back 
of the Kowloon peninsula. By the ac- 
quisition of this little strip of territory 
the ratification of the frontier of Kow- 
oon, with a view to complete defence 
of Hong Kong, has been attained. 


The plague is still raging at Hong 


Kong, Cantan and Arnoy. Over a thou- 
land deaths have occurred at the former 
place since January. 


A serious fight took place at Nagasaki 


on June 4 between 40 Russians and 20 
Japanese blue/ackets. Six Russians and 
four blujackets were killed. 


ADVENTURE. 


American on Inland of Cebu an Captive 


In Hand* of Bebeli. 


Victoria, B. C.,June 29.— The steamer 


Empress of China has arrived from the 
Orient, bringing mail advices from Ma- 
nila up to June 16. At that date the 
rebel leader Aguinaldo had captured 
the province of Cavite, except four 
towns. He had taken 400 prisoners, in- 
cluding the governor of Batangas, who 
attempted to suicide when captured. 


Admiral Dewey has given the rebels 


6000 magazine rifles and 200.000 rounds 
of ammunition, and 4600 rifles •were land- 
ed from a rilibusterer from Amoy about 
the end of May. 
Ample provision is be- 


ing made for the removal of foreigners 
In case of bombardment. 


H. M. S. Pique arrived at Hony Kong 


the 30th from Iloilo and Manila. When 
the Pique left Iloilo all was quiet. Busi- 
ness was proceeding as usual and there 
was no panic whatever among the Span- 
stand that he would share a similar 
fate. He was arurounded by rebels with 
drawn knives. Before the command ot 
execution was given, he succeeded in 
making them understand that he was an 
American and not a Spaniard. The chief 
ordered his life spared.. 
Jn the meantime the Spanish soldiers 


attacked the place In the rear, and the 
rebels attempted to escape. The Span- 
ish force rounded together some 200 na- 
tives and began an indiscriminate 
slaughter. Ignorant ot what was trans- 
piring within a fow score .of yards from 
him, Mr. Vincent could hear the cries 
and prayers of the helpless natives amid 
the roar of musketry. After a while 
the nre slackened and all wa* quiet, ex- 


cept a few occasional shots.

About 8 o'clock the next morning Mr. 


Vincent crept out of the ruined build- 
lug and succeeded In getting on board a 
British steamship, Gulf of Martaban, 
which had a number of Philippine ref- 
ugees bound for Sinapore.

Alas- 
kan boundary question, which, on ac- 
count of the c x t t a i ' i ditiury development 
of the Klondike luumry. had become a 
matter ul the greatest importance. Then 
there were questions eoimn ted with 
the great lake boundaries; with thv 
transit ut' gooJa in bond n\ »i- Canadian 
and American territory; and with the 
supply of liait to AimTn.au hs>h»-rmen. 


The growiiK fraternal spirit between 


the I'nited Stales tin one side and Can- 
ada and England on the other Btemd 
to make the lime auspicious, for an easy 
settlement of these and other questions 
that have long given trouble to the 
state department. Therefore, as an nut- 
growth o!' the Uterine sea negotiations, 
there was an oxcnange ol notes between 
the United States and Canada through 
the medium of the British unhassy here 
during the late winter and early spring 
that finally resulted in an agreement to 
appoint a joint commission to meet at 
Ottawa and endeavor to adjust thcsi.

The ap- 
propriation of the money for expenses 
does not 111 any u n j i onituit the senate 
to an approval of the treaty wlu-n it is 
iubmitti-d to i t , but the president, hav- 
ing so far advanced the negotiations as 
to permit the British side Lo name the 
personnel of the commission whirh w 111 
represent it, the department of state 
would be plated in a. mortifying posi- 
tion If now prevented from carrying out 
its part of the agreement through lack 
of a small appropriation. Moreover, our 
exporting and other interests are par- 
ticularly anxious for a successful out- 
come for these 
negotiations, which, 


among other things, will include prefer- 
ential tariff rates for American produce 
and manufactures. 


Tha British government haa signi- 


fied Its approval of the pla'n for the 
commission to consider pending con- 
troversies between the L'nited States 
and Canada and to proclaim treaty for 
tlu-ir settlement.

understanding has

reached that the commission will begin 
Us session during th-e latter part of July 
at Quebec. The personnel of the coin- 
mlslon will show some distinguished 
names.

tatter Condition* but Little Changed. 


Other Country Produce- 


Boston, June 29.—The general condi- 


tions of the butter market are about the 
same as last week. There appears to be 
more desire on the part of 8om« receiv- 
ers to realize on thair consignments, but 
as a rule last week's prices are sustaintd, 
nnd when they cannot be obtained the 
butter is put into cold storage. The high 
prices in the country are a cause of com- 
plaint, as it is difficult to find buyers who 
are willing to pay what the butter costs 
laid down here, and the consequence is 
that a large portion of the receipts have 
to be p.ut into cold storage on owners' 
account. 


Most of the receivers of western but- 


ter reported a slow demand, and none of 
them quoted over 17 cents for the best 
trade lots in ash tubs. Several of them 
offered freely at that price yesterday, 
and it was understood r^tmyers that 
some shading would be maue to the right 
persons. Lots not suictly fln« could be 
bought at IS'/i cents, and these were tha 
kind that receivers were moat anxious 
to sell. Perhaps for this reason a range 
ot 16Vi cents should be given, with most 
tales at IT cents. Lots of western cream- 
ery in spruce tubs, assorted sizes, were 
held at. 17% to 17>/4 cents, and several of 
the finest makes could not be bought, 
under the outside figure, but there were 
not many sales at over IT to 17»4 cents. 


The receipts ot butter for the week 


were 39,113 tubs »nd 28,777 boxes, a total 
weight of 1,841,350 pounds, against 1,771,- 
110 pounds the previous week and 2.105,-

HIK:—As I Lave not seat you a letter 


for some time I thought that I would 
drop you a few lines. There is not 
much change or excitement on the 
field, everything is the same day in and 
day out. Today we were given orders 
to move our camp. On account of the 
stormy weather of late Co's M. and E 
were flooded after every shower so Co's 
A. aud D. were moved about 100 yards 
on the hill. Co's M. and E. mo\ed in 
the opposite direction leaving a large 
space through the 2nd battalion which 
makes it look like two separate regi- 
ments tomight. The bojs are all in 
good health. Those \\ ho have been on 
the sick list ever since we arrived here 
wo back m the ranks and say they were 
never in better health, in fact I think 
that if they thought they could get a 
discharge tomorrow that not half a 
dozen men in the company would ac- 
cept it. Of course they all would like 
to see home once more but not to stay. 
We came here to see some service and 
now we don't want to go home without 
it. 


As I am writing this letter one of the 


Co. E boys came in to see me, Private 
Saow from Dartmouth, and he says 
they have an extra amount of police 
duty to do tomorrow although it is Sun- 


day, 
as where they have moved today iis

Hammond wants one of the best streets 
in the camp the boys will have a hard 
day's work tomorrow.

been assigned to duty at the Brigade 
hospital leaving Dr. Greely in charge of 
the regiment hospital.

Division Corps hospital. 
He is well 


known in Portsmouth, spending much 
of his time during the summer there. 
Steward Bobbins lias been assigned to 
Brigade corps leaving Dr. Congdon in 
charge of the regiment hospital with 
Private McLoughlm of Co. 9 as nurse. 
The regiment hospital is now used as an 
emergency hospital. All patients are 
taken to the Brigade which is one of the 
finest ever put on the field. 


We have just had a thunder storm. It 


did not last long but did a great deal 
towards making it cooler, as it has. been 
very hot all day. As the nights have 
begun to grow damp the boys have 
got beds made out of brush and small 
sapling which makes it more comforta- 
ble than sleeping on the ground as they 
have been doing since their arrival here. 
The rations are now better, having fresh 
beef and fresh bread every day. Onr 
company consumes 73 loaves of bread a 
day; also about 100 pounds fresh meat.
